Have Your Say On Proposed City 
Centre Changes 

Thousands of people are being given 
the opportunity to have their sav on pro- 
posed changes to Cambridge City Cen- 
tre. A series of public exhibitions are 
being held as part of the massive public 
consultation exercise on the plans. 

The results of the exercise will be 
used by both Cambridgeshire County 
and Cambridge City Councillors to de- 
cide on the best scheme to improve 
conditions in Silver Street. the Regent 
Street area and the inner ring road. 

All the proposals are at an carly stage 
of development and Jorm part of a co- 
hesive scheme to reduce through traffic 
in the City centre and improve the en- 
Vironmem. The earlier phases involved 
the closure of Bridge Street and Ihm- 
manuel Road to non-essential traffic. 
Recent public surveys show that a grow- 
ing number of people agree the City 
Centre is getting better for pedestrians 
and the environment is improving. 


Possible soluuons include closure of 
Silver Street during the middle part of 


the day which would keep the road open 
during busy periods. 
Another answer could be a part-time

Brian Burrage, Parish Councillor 
closure of Silver Street with a tidal ar- 
rangement where traffic will be able to 
travel one-way only towards the city 
centre in the morning and then in the 
other direction in the aflernoon/ evening. 

Possible changes to the Regent Street 
area. Which would complement any 
changes in the Silver Street area, include 
restricting traflic entering the road from 
the Catholic Church junction, except for 
buses, taxis, and pedal cyeles. Access 
to Regent Street for essential needs 
would be made via Parkside and Park 
Terrace. with the one-way flow re- 
versed. To improve conditions and re- 
duce delays for buses leaving the city 
cenue, traffic could exit the Downing 
Street and Lion Yard Car Park area 
through Tennis Court Road, which 
would have its current one way system 
reversed. 

Another idea is to close Downing 
Sucet near its junction with St. Andrew's 
Street to reduce Regent Street trafic. 

As part of the proposed consultation, 
the public will also be asked to weigh 
up the pros and cons of traffic signals 
on the inner ring road at Royal Cam- 
bridge Hotel junction (Trumpington 
Road-Fen Causeway-Lenstield Road

Brian Smith, Director of Environment 
and Transport for Cambridgeshire 
County Council , said: "The proposed 
measures would give greater priority for 
public transport. cycling and walking as 
Well as contributing to an improvement 
in the overall environment, in the city 
centre. 

"We are taking the earliest opportu- 
nity to ask the public their view on these 
proposed schemes to find the best bal- 
ance for the city as well as provide for 
future growth. We are very keen to hear 
what people think about the different 
measures."

Datalink ts an initiative aimed at vul- 
nerable and elderly residents and allows 
the emergency services to have instant 
decess to Medical and personal intor- 
mation should they need to attend. This 
is how it works. 

* Medical and other relevant personal 
information is recorded on a simple 
form. 

* The torm is putin the canister pro- 
Vided and placed into the reirigerator. 


* Stickers are placed on the inside of 


the front door and on the outside of the 
retrigerator to alert the paramedics ete 
that the resident belongs to the scheme. 

This scheme is funded by the NHS 
Primary Care Trusts. Help the Aged 
and Cambridgeshire Constabulary and 
is recognised by all the emergency ser- 
vices. Datalink is already effectively 
running in some parts of Cam- 
bnidgeshire and it’s launch in this area is 
anticipated within the next 8 weeks. At 
that time. we will publicise it further. with 
more information on how to join the 
scheme.

* Shut all windows, sunroofand lock 
all doors 

‘If not already done, consider hav- 
ing the vehicle registration number 
etched on glass surfaces e.g. windows/ 
headlamps 

- Security marking the valuables in 
your car is worthwhile e.g. stereo 

- Stereo system - if possible get one 
that is removable or has a front that can 
be taken off 

‘ALWAYS remove keys from the 
ignition even if leaving your vehicle for 
a short time 

‘REMEMBER do not leave anything 
at all! on display in your vehicle

County Council on course to hit 

transport improvement targets 

Cambridgeshire County Councillors 
heard today (Monday, June 18.) that 
the authority together with its partners 
ison target to deliv er ransportimprove- 
ments around the county. 

Members of the County Council's 
Cabinet approved a draft version of the 
Annual Progress Report on the Local 
lransport Plan which will be submitted 
to Government at the end of July. 

The Local Transport Plan spells out 
the transport strategy for Cam- 
bridgeshire between 2001 and 2006. 
The plan was drafted in close liaison 
with the five district councils and cov- 
ers the entire county. 

Lach vear the County Council 1s re- 
quired to provide an annual progress 


report (APR) to Government. 

Last year's APR was well reeeived 
by Government and contributed to an 
£850,000 increase in funding for trans- 
port schemes around the county. 

Phe report also gives details of pro- 
posed £250,000 bus priority measures 
in Hills Road. designed to overcome 
delays caused by traffic congestion on 
this busy commuter route at peak peri- 
ods. 

Cabinet Member for Environment 
and Transport Shona Johnstone, said: 

"Tam delighted that the report shows 
that the past year has been another suc- 
cessful one in terms of delivering trans- 
port improvements contained within a 
number of significant schemes. 

"With the support of our colleagues 
in the district councils, we have built and 


opened the new Park and Ride site at 
Trumpington and extended the 
Babraham Road site, completed the 
Bridge Street streetscape scheme which 
has much improved facilities for pedes- 
trians, cyclists and bus users and we 
have completed seven major road 
safety schemes across the county. 

"We have achieved a great deal, but 
there is still much to be done if we are 
to provide a transport network that the 
people of Cambridgeshire deserve and 
toachieve this we will continue with the 
partnership approach that we have used 
so successfully this year." 

The drafi was endorsed by the Cabi- 
net and will now be used as the basis 
for the final APR which will go to the 
Government on July 31.
